 From 2002 to 20074, 6.2 % of Asian infants had a low birth weight12   

 In 2007, there were 34,589 suicides in the United States, 2.5% were among Asian/Pacific Islanders6

 According to the National Survey on Drug Use and Health (NSDUH), in 2008 current illicit drug use among 

persons aged 12 or older was lowest among Asians (3.6%)7    

 In 2008, binge drinking was lowest among Asians (11.9%) than any other racial/ethnic group7 

 Immigrants from Japan (62.1 percent) and Korea (53.2 percent) had a higher prevalence of past month alcohol 

use than immigrants from the Philippines (24.1 percent), China (28.4 percent), Vietnam (26.4 percent), and 

India (26.6 percent).  Korean and Japanese prevalence rates were similar to the rates of U.S.-born individuals8 

 Among Asian adults, those who were born in the United States generally had higher rates of past month 

substance use than those who were not born in the United States, regardless of age8
